Turkey Production Takes Plunge 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Turkey production for 1975 
will be down about 6 per cent from last year’s level, an 
Agriculture Department survey indicates. 
The 
agency’s 
Crop 
Reporting 
Board 
estimated 
farmers will raise about 123.6 million turkeys this year, 
compared to 131.3 million in 1974. Economists have 
attributed the decline partly to a small 1974 corn crop 
which raised poultry feed costs through much of this 
year. 
An analysis by USDA economists last week predicted 
that 
turkey prices, which have been rising since 
February, probably will show further gains in late 
summer. 


Company Official Opposes Decontrol 


One of the nation’s largest 
oil companies says 
immediate decontrol of domestic oil, which is likely to 
occur Labor Day, is potentially ‘‘too big a shock to 
America’s fragile economic recovery.” 
Mobil Oil chairman Rawleigh Warner took that 
position, unusual for an oil company, in a letter to 
members of Congress Sunday in urging them to pass “a 
phased decontrol of oil prices over an extended period of 
time ... in the best interest of the nation.” 
Warner said Mobil favors decontrolling the “old” oil 
that accounts for GO per cent of domestic production, but - 
that doing it immediately could cost consumers $8 
billion a year, stimulating higher prices, wages and 
unemployment. 
Controls expire Aug. 31. President Ford is expected 
this week to veto a six-month extension of controls voted 
by Congress. He has said that if Congress does riot 
override the veto, he will remove the $2 a barrel fee on 
imported nil 


Drought Threatens European Crops 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Drought and record heat 
waves have threatened food production prospects in 
Western Europe1, the Agriculture Department reports. 
The agency’s Foreign Agricultural Service, in a world 
weather survey based on conditions through Aug. ll, 
said spring grains, sugarbeets, pastures and other crops 
were suffering in many parts of Europe. 
“Although good rain soon could prevent heavy losses, 
production potential is being reduced daily,” the FAS 
said 


Ford Wants Less Govt. 
In Business 


President Ford said today he hopes to revitalize the 
private economy and get the federal government “out of 
your pockets and out of your hair.” 
In a speech prepared for delivery in Chicago, the 
President struck a familiar theme about reform of 
economic regulation in the United States. 
And to create more jobs and expand the economy, 
Ford said it was necessary to change the tax laws and 
overtake inflation Ford expecially called for reducing 
the double taxation on dividends, so called because 
dividends are taxed once as corporate profits and then 
taxed again as income after distribution to share 
holders

As the Reagan people look at

F irst, the question of a built­ 
in national cam paign organiza­ 
tion. Presidents, or even form er 
vice presidents who have been 
elected to their offices, obvious­ 
ly have this advantage. But

Otis R. Bowen, who vetoed 
a collective bargaining bill for 
police and firem en, Friday told 
Hoosier fire chiefs he still wants 
to work with them in achieving 
such an law minus the defects of 
the 1975 bill. 
Bowen was criticized bitterly 
by firemen at the tim e he vetoed 
the bargaining bill April 17 and 
since then in the publication, 
“ The 
Indiana 
P ro fessio n al 
Firefighter." But the governor 
made a special effort to confront 
his critics by accepting an in­ 
vitation to speak to the Indiana 
Fire Chiefs Association 
con­ 
vention at Evansville today. 
“ I am not a man who will duck 
a situation because it is heated 
by controversy,” he told them . 
“ For that reason I am here 
today to get a m atter in dispute 
between your organization and 
my office out on the table, so 
that we can exam ine it fully 
face-to-face. I hope from this 
controversy a 
new 
level 
of 
understanding will develop that 
will properly serve both our 
professions and the people of the 
state of Indiana.” 
The governor reviewed 
in 
detail his reasons for vetoing the 
1975 collective bargaining bill 
for police and 
firem en 
and 
told the fire chiefs:“ What I am 
saying is that all of us in this 
room-and all of us in this state- 
have a problem that threatens 
the very heart of public safety 
and w elfare-our 
ab ility 
to 
provide the best type of police 
and fire protection available to 
cope with the dem ands put upon 
these dedicated professionals by 
our modern society.” 
“ I am willing to face into that 
problem to try to develop a 
creative new answer-an answer 
which 
will 
p ro p erly 
and 
prudently extend collectiv e 
bargaining rights to Indiana’s 
policemen and firem en and do it 
in such a way that taxpayers 
aren ’t brought to their knees,” 
Bowen said "It appears to me 
there are two things that can be 
done. 
You 
as 
le a d e rs 
of 
Indiana’s firefighters can either 
join in an effort to effectively 
deal with the whole problem or 
you can simply push to attem pt 
to override my veto of 1053 The 
choice is yours and I hope you 
m ake it wisely." 
Bowen cam e a rm e d w ith 
copies of his veto m essage on 
House Bill 1053 and went over 
his objections to the m easure on 
the grounds that it did not 
contain an effective prohibition 
against strikes, it lacked fiscal 
safeguards for m unicipalities, 
expanded the bargaining scope 
beyond th at 
of any 
o th er 
collective bargaining law for 
public employes and ignored 
needed reform s in the police- 
firem en’s pension system 
“These reasons are neither 
inconsequential, nor are they 
‘flimsy’ as they were described 
by President Robert Demps of 
the 
Professional 
Firefighters 
Association," Bowen said 
“ I 
take strong exception to many 
of the reasons stated in the 
spring issue of the 
Indiana 
Professional Firefighter and in 
nearly all of the im plications as 
to my m otives.” 
Bowen said that while Indiana 
cities 
“haven’t yet hit the 
financial skids to the degree 
that many others have” the 
symptoms of financial crisis are 
present. "One of the problem s 
common to all collapsing local 
governments is that of police 
and fire pensions,” he said. 
"Unless someone com es up with 
an entirely new approach to the 
local police and fire pension 
problem we are sim ply going to 
have to face the fact that our 
traditional pension structure is 
going to have to be altered

settled there — the H arm onists 
and Owenites.

a fte r 
their 
religious 
S haker leader George 
Kapp, 
settled 
the 
com m unity 
of 
H a rm o n ie along the W abash 
R iv e r in 1814 They were 500 to 
600 
in 
num ber, 
o rig in a lly 
com ing 
from 
Germ any 
and 
settlin g in Pennsylvania before 
m oving on to Indiana. 
T h e ir goal was the establish­ 
m ent of an ideal society 
in 
advance of the second com ing 
of C hrist 
They w ere prosperous, both 
in fa rm in g and industry, but

Owen, 
a

m anu fac­ 
turer, took possession in 1825

New Harm ony. 
In January, 1826, he assem ­ 
bled a group of intellectuals on 
a keelboat at P ittsburgh and 
they made their way down the 
Ohio R iver, up the Wabash to 
the area of what is now Posey 
County. 
The assemblage of scientists, 
educators, artists, philosophers 
and others 
was 
know n 
as 
the ’Boatload of Knowledge " 


Although in practical a p p lica ­ 
tion, Owen’s theories about the 
“ New Harm ony of U nderstan­ 
ding’ 
was never realized or 
“ understood” by his follow ers, 
they 
initiated 
various 
tech­ 
niques. 
The com m unity laid ground­ 
work for what is the k in d e rg a r­ 
ten, the infant school, 
trade 
schools, 
p u b lic 
lib ra r ie s , 
women’s 
clubs 
and 
various 
sciences 


Two years after the s ta rt, 
Owen 
abandoned 
his 
e x ­ 
perim ent, 
but 
many 
of 
his 
follow ers remained in Indiana, 


including his sons who became 
active in state a ffa irs . 
Although two social experi­ 
ments failed and New Harm ony 
no longer is known worldwide, 
the com m unity s till prospers 
today, due in great 
part 
to 
tourism . 
The com m unity caters to the 
tourist trade, a ttra cte d not only 
by legend but by the historic 
appeal 
of 
some 
of 
the 
old 
buildings erected by the H ar­ 
monists and w hich s till stand to 
this day.

T he flavor of fresh beans is 
probably only a dim memory. 
but you can renew a fond 
acquaintance bv planting your 
own crop. O rthos book, “All 
AI h mf 
Vegetables, 
recoin 
mends waiting until the soil 
warms up. but that time has 
arrived in some areas and is 
just 
around 
the corner 
in 
others. 
Snap beans are generally 
rat (si as easy to grow They 
tire. but they tire not foolproof, 
as the IxHik carefully jxiints 
out 
M istakes are listed for 
beginners but are good remind­ 
ers for more experienced, but 
forgetful, gardeners. 
A great reward with snap 
beans (green or yellow) is that 
you lx*gin to harvest them in 
seven to eight weeks, depend 
mg on the variety you're grow 
ing. T h ey don t mature as fast 
as radishes; still, they’re one 
of the quickest of vegetable 
crops 
Quick maturing means that 
you can have successive crops 
coming along to provide your 
tabb* over several months. For 
continuing harvest,“All Al*nit 
V egetables” suggests making 
plantings approximately every 
four w-«*eks 
Don't wait until 
one < rop IS exhausted to plant 
another 
You re losing time 
this way. 
Of course, multiple plantings 
require plenty of space Even 
though bush ls*ans grow close 
together, you may not have 
enough room No problem Go 
from the horizontal to the 
vertical 
with J n ile beans. You 
might even prefer thi*se if you 
have a lot of land. They take 
a few days longer than hush 
beans to reach the (licking 
stage hut they produce longer 
and m ore profusely.

But most 
commonly it occurs in babies be­ 
tw een four weeks and seven 
months. 
The child may have had signs 
of a slight cold, hut an autopsy 
would have revealed, at most, a 
minor 
degree 
of 
inflamma­ 
tion 
nothing to account for the 
death. Often an autopsy has 
shown absolutely no evidence of 
illness. 
We know that SIDS is not 
caused by vomiting, choking or 
by external suffocation. Also, 
there is no evidence that SIDS 
causes pain or suffering to the 
baby. 
Recent research proves that 
the m ysterious SIDS cannot be 
predicted or even prevented. 
This, however, does not mean 
parents should become preoc­ 
cupied w ith SIDS auf! anticipate 
a tragedy of this type every 
tim e they put the baby to ber!. 
National Institutes of Health 
(N IU ), which is part of Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare 
De­ 
partm ent (HEW ), has begun a 
m a jo r program of research into 
the causes of SIDS. Let us all 
hope— and pray—it will not re­ 
main a m ystery for long 
While research is being done, 
there are at least two organiza­ 
tions, w hich I know of, that are 
doing something now . They are 
concerned with helping parents 
learn to c o { h * w ith the emotional 
burdens caused by SIDS, as 
well as offering up-to-date in­ 
formation.
